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Good, that we had a great Congrezation, wt it was fet 
apart for folemn Thank/giving toGop. iam perfwaded it 
was the beft obferved Day ot Th aby, in every Shape, 
that ever was in Ki//yth ; yet vaftly fhort of what {hould have 
been rendered, according to the Benefit. We look to the 
great Altar, Sacrifice and High-Prieft for Acceptance. I 
preached from ee xxi. 16. From which I profecuted 
thefe two Purpofes ; That extraordinary Comings of the 
Loap Jesus to his "Temple and Ordinances, fhould be 
welcomed with extraordinary Praifes, ‘and that he is pleafed 
when it is fo. 2dl/y. That when he comes he’ll p:ovide for 
his Praife by thofe who are unlikely and unfeafible in the 
World’s Eye ; which made two Sermons in the Forenoon : 
We had a good Sermon from Mr. Young in the Afternoon. 
‘There were three newly awakencd brought to me this Day, 
belonging to this Congregation : ‘There were doubtlefs many 
more, for the Concern was great.--- Frve were added to the 
Awakened at Cumbernauld \aft Lord’s Day : Blefied be the 
Gop of our Salvation, the Face of the Congregation and 
Country-fide is changed. 

Friday ‘fuly 2. Blefied for ever more be our Gon in 
Curist, for his continued marvellousGrace : I have fifteen 
new awakened this Week before this Day. I know of two 
more this Day: And expect others toMorrow. I have been 
at Cumbernauld all this Day,and I think the Body of thisParith. 
There was a very great Cry in the Congregation, not only 
while the Terrors of the Law were preached, but the Com- 
forts of the Gofpel : The former five were awakened this 
Day : I hear more and more of the vaft Change there is upon 
the Face of this Parith : Iniquity as afhamed hides its Head ; 
the Wolf and the Lamb dwell together.--- I am obliged to 
ftop at the Cry of a Number of ‘Diftrefs'd coming into the 
Clofet. 

There hath been brought to me, and come in about a 
Dozen in great Diftrefs, moft of them young ; fome of them 
awakened at home this Day, and fome at Cumbernauld : One 
of them was awakened while I was fpeaking to the reft : One 
weeding Corn to Day: They were in fuch Diitrefs, that I 
could only fpeak in generalto them. One of them was look- 
ed upon as a---: O amazingGrace : I beg you’ll pray for me : 
I thall have People to converfe with me all Day to Morrow, 
and no Body to preach for me on the Lord’ sDay 3 yet I will 
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not fear, for I truft inthe Lorn : I doubt not but he will 
be my Strength for all he calls to. 

Monday july 5. The Lorn is making us Fifers of Men 
indeed : He is prefent ; and while we toiled Years in his 
Abfence, and to Apprehenfion catched nothing ; at every 
Jetting down of the Gofpel-Net, fome are catched ; he is 
driving them into the Net ; and making fome pray to be en- 
clofed: Endlefs Praifes be, and will be to him for it. 
Yefterday * was a Bochim in the Congregation for unworthy 
Commencing ; and this Evening there was @ great Cry in 
the Church: Mr. G--- Minifter at Carnoch, who came here 
this Afternoon preached: Laft Week the newly awakened 
were about thirty fix, of which about r2velve or fourteen were 
awakened at Cumbernauld Friday lat: Yefterday, and this 
Day there were fiftcen new, all belonging to this Congrega- 
tion: Three of them were awakened whileMr.---- preached, 
We never had fo great a Number in fo fhort ai: “9 Every 
Day I have fome acquainting me with their Relief > Which I 
find in the moft to be folid and good. Ihave convérfed with 
about forty this Day from the fown of Kil/yth ng s others : 
1 trufted in the Lorn for Yefterday, and was helped.--- I 
had with me on Saturday an honeft Man from 2

Thurfday, July 15th. have been bufy in dealing w ith 
the Diftrefs’d a good Part of this Day ; we have only as far a 
I know yet about a Dozen or thirteen newly awakened of 
them who belong to this Congregation, fince Th ur fday Jatt, 
and about fourteen we know of from Gargunnack, Kippen ey

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Campfe ; befides thefe, one from Muthil,and one fromCarnock, 
‘There was --- a Trilapfe in Fornication fell down yelterday 
in the Barn juft as I was difmiffing the Diftrefs’d : She was 
to be led home ; was with me toDay ; and in a hopgful Way. 
May the good and free Spirit of the Loxp remain with us; 
I am willing, with a Dependance on Grace to take no Reft ; 
to direét them under his Conduct to Jesus Curist. Tho’ 
we have had fome every Day, yet we have had fewer belong- 
ing to this Parifh thefg eight Days paft than for fome Weeks 
before: Yet, bleffed be the Lorn, it’ is made up with 
Strangers who have carried it home to their own Congrega- 
tions, who I hope fhall be made as Leaven to leaven the 
whole Lump. ‘ 

Minday, Fuly roth. We had a good Day from the Pre- 
fence of the Loan yeflerday: ‘There was a great Noife a- 
mong the dry Bones both Forenoon and Afternoon.

and ene from Cumbernauld, and only four of cur own: Blefled 
be the Lokp for all.

T isthe Defire of feme, and I hope will be acczptable ta 
many others, to have an Account of what fhall come to 
my Knowledge of the Progrefs of this Werk from time to 
time. This | thall endeavour to give in every print of ths 
Narrative until it be tinithed, if the Lon vp will. 
Odsober 34. The Lard’s Supper was given a fecona time in 
this Congregation.--- -- “4 
Lwas affifted in the giving of it by the Neighbouring Mi- 
eiters and iormer Affifiants who could be with me, fuchas 
the Rev. Mr. ‘/o/: Adc Laurin Minitter of the Gofvel at Claf- 
gow, Mr. “tame; Wardenat Colter, Mr. ‘Joba! Ma an av Cane 
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fie, Mr. Fames Burnfide at Kirkintilloch, Mr. James Macky at 
St. Ninians, Mr. ‘fobn Smith at Larbert, Mr. Speirs at Lin- 
lithgow, Mr. Thomas Gillefpie at Carnock, Mr. Hunter at Salin, 
Mr. McCulloch at Cambuflang, and Mr. Porteous at Money- 
vaird.---Some of thefe Rev. Brethren, who had not been for- 
merly myAffiftants, were invited to fupply the Place of fome 
of my Neighbours, who could not be with me at this Time 5 
or, to anfwer for the more than ordinary Demand of Preach- 
ing and other minifterial Work. Some of thefe Brethren 
alfo came to join with us of themfelves, and kindly gave thear 
Affiftance as they were called. Mr. ames Young Preacher of 
theGofpel at Fa/kirk having been invited, affifted by Preaching. 
Upon the Fa/?-day, Sermon was in the Fre/ds to a very nu- 
merous and attentive Audience by three Minifters, without 
any Intermiffion becaufe of the fhortnefs of the Day. Upon 
the Friday’s Evening there was aSermon in the Kirk, and 
there was a good deal of Concern among the People. Upon 
the Saturday there was Sermon both in the Kirk and in the 
Fields. ‘ 
Upon the Lord’s- Day, the publick Service began about half 
an Hour after ight in the Aforning, and continued without 
Intermiffion until halfan Hour after eight in the Eveninz, 
when ail was concluded. [ preached the Action Sermon by 
the divine Direction and Affiftance; from Ephefians ii. 7. 
That in the Ages to come he might fhew the exceeding Riches of 
his Grace, in his Kindnefs toward us, through CHRist Jesus. 
There were twenty-two Services ; each confifting of about 
jfeventy Perfons, except the laft which had only a few, fo that 
the Number of Communicants amounted to near fifteen Hun- 
dred. The Evening Sermon began immediately after the 
Jaft Service. And tho? I defired that the Congregation in the 
Fields fhould be difmiffed after the laft Service; yet they 
chofe rather to continue together until all was over, when 
there were the moft defirable Frame, and obfervable Con- 
cern among the People, thathad ever been any where feen ; 
It began to be contiderable, when the Rev. Mr. John Warden 
Minifter of the Gofpel at Camp/ie preached, and it continued 
and increated greatly, while the Rev. Mr. Speirs preached, 
who concluded the publick Work of this Day in the Fields. 
Upon the Afrdiy, there were Sermons both in the Azré 
andinthe Freid#s. “There was a good deal obfervable Con- 
Cerm, anc several 2youghs under spiritual Diftrels in the Fields, 
In 
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In the Evening two Minifters had fucceffively publick Dif- 
courfes, unto the numerousDiftrefs’d convened in theChurch, 
As alfo upon theTue/dayMorning there was a Sermon preach- 
ed, and a Difcourfe by another Minifter containing fuita- 
hie Inftructions and Directions, both to the Awakened and 
to them who had never attained to any Senfe and Sight of their 
Sin ard Danger. 

The fpiritual Fruzts of this folemn and extraordinary Dif- 
penfation of Word and Sacrament are, as far as known to me, 

1. Several Chriftle/s and fecure Sinners were awakened to 
a fight of their Sinand Mifery, the moft Part of whom were 
Strangers from other Congregations at a Diftance. Zion's 
mighty King brought the Wheel of the Law over them, and 
fentthem home with broken and contrite Hearts. 

2dly, Some who came here without any fenfible Relief from 
the f{piritual Diffre/s, and Law-J¥Vork they had been under for 
a long Time, felt fuch a Time of the Mep1ator’s Power, 
as enabled them to embrace JesusCuRiIsT, with fuchDiftinét- 
nefs, as to know that they had done it : A fovereignly gracious 
Lorp, whocomforts them that are caft down, filling them 
at the fame Time, with fuch a feeling of his Love fhed abroad 
in their Hearts by the Hopy GHostr given unto them, as 
they could not contain ; but were conftrained to break forth 
with Floods of Tears in the moft fignificant Expreffions ot 
their own Vilenefs and Unworthinefs, and o: the deep Senfe 
they had of the exceeding Riches of Gop’sGrace in hisKind- 
nels fhown towards them through JesusCuRisr. 

3dly, “Vhere were a great many who declared to me, that 
while they were at the Lord’s-Table, and at other Times du- 
ring this Attendance, they bad more than ordinary Feelings 
of the Love of Gop to their Souls, and out-go ings of their 
Love towards the altogether lovely Je SUS 3 and thefe not on- 
ly of the e/der Sort ; but fome who were very young. A ju- 
peeets olid Chriftian told me, That he was fo much in this 
blefled Situgtion, as he could fearcely reftrain himéclf from 
cry ing out. 

There were many Strangers froma great Diftance wha 
came hither to keep this F ‘ealt tothe Lorp ; ; feveral of them 
ot Nete and P:/inSlion in the World, of great Penetration and 
Fudement, and long Experience in the Chriftian-Life, who 
declared the mfelves well fatisfied with what they had heard, 
seen and selt, by the Lorp’s Meicy in this Place,and wee 
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ed to their Houfes joyful and glad in Heart, for the Goodnefs 
that the Lor wv had fhewed unto his People. 

[ record all this to the Praife and Glory of our Gop in and 
through Jesus Curist ; and that I may mention the lov- 
ing Kindnefs of the Lorn, and the Praifes of the Lorn, ac- 
cording to all that the Lorn hath beftowed on us, and the 
great Goodnefs towards the Houfe of I/rael, which he hath 
beftowed on them, according to his Mercies, and according 
to the Multitude of his loving Kindneffes. 

It will be agreable Tydings, to all who defire and pray for 
the Coming of the Kingdom of Gon, to be informed that 
this Out-pouring of the Hoty Spirit is confiderably obfer- 
vable to the Northward beyond what hath been formerly 
mentioned in this Narrative. Not to be particular now as 
to the much greater Progrefs of this blefled Work in the 
Parifhes of Gargunnock and St. Ninians ; I thall at this Time 
give fome particular Account of the remarkable Coming of 
the ComrorTer to the Parifh of MuTHEL, to convince 
many there of Sin, of Righteoufnefs, and of Judgment.

His Parith is fituate in the Sl#tre of Perth and Prefoytery 


of Auchterarder about four Miles to the North-we/t of the 
faid Pretbytery Seat. ‘They have been many Years under 
the Paftoral Care of the Rev. Mr. //illiam Halley, an able 
and fufficient Minifter of the new ‘Teftament, and one who 
is known to be laborious and faithful. The Reader will be 
informed much better, by a Letter which I received from 
the faid Rev. Brother, upon the /econd of this Current O&s- 
ber, than by any Abftradct I can give of it: Which Letter is 
as follows. 

Reverend and dear Brother, 

For fome Time paft, Ihave been much refrefhed with 
Tydings of great Joy, not only from abroad, viz. New- Eng- 
Jand, and other remote Parts, but alfo from diffrent Corners 
of our own Land, particularly from the Parifh whereof you 
have the Paftoral Charge, from whence I hear of a Gathering 
of the People to the bleffed Suiros. 

That you may rejoyce wi h me and he!p with yourPravers 
at the Throne of Grace --- I tho’t it proper to acquaint you 
with fomething of the like glorious Work in this Congrega- 


tion. 
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tion.--- I da not in this Miffive, pretend to give you 4 full nd 
particular Account of what the Lorn has done amongft us 
for fome Time paft.--- In general, for about @ Year bene, 
there has been an unufual Stirring and feeming Concern thro’ 
this Congregation, and fome now and then falling underCon- 
victions.-- A clofer Attention to the Word preached, and a 
receiving of it with an apparent Appetite, was by my {cif 
and others obferved.--- Until the Time the Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper was difpenfed here, which was the third S.ao- 
bath of ‘fuly lait, at which Time, I think, our. conquering 
REDEEMER made fome vilible In-roads upon the Kingdom 
of Satan. I hope there are not a few, both in this and other 
Congregations, that can fay, That GOD was in this Place, 
and that they felt bis Power, and faw his Glory.--- But what- 
ever the Loxp was pleafed, to fhed down of the Influences of 
his SPikiT upon that folemn Occafion, comparatively {pea- 
king, may be accounted buta Day of {mall Things, in rei- 
pect of what a gracious Gop, has been pieafed to do among 
us fince---1 mutt acknowledge, to the Praife of our gracious 
Gop, thatan unufual Power hath attended the Word preach- 
ed, every Sabbath- Day tince ; few if any Sabbaths having paf- 
fed but fome have been awakened, and particularly laf# Lerd’s 
Day, which, I hope I may fay, was a Day of the Son of Man 
in this Place : for, belides the general Concern that was {een in 
this Congregation, about ezghteen Perjons, which I came to 
know oi: chat Night, were prick’d atthe Heart, and deeply 
wounded with the Arrows of the ALMIGHTY, and I expe 
to lear of a great deal mere of them---I have been very agre- 
ably entertained with tne Vilits of diftreiled Souls crying out 
for Cuxist, and what fhall we do tobe faved ? And! may 
fay, That the Work of the Law has been fevere, and out- 
wardly noticeable upon ail that that have conveifed with ; 
their Convictions have been deep, cutting, and abiding, not 
( as we have formerly feen) dite @ Adorning Cloud and ¢arly 
Dew, that foan pajfith away. And yet, Ihave not obferved 
inany that I hove’ {poke with, the lealt tendency to Defpair 5 
but giving fo far as] can judg > fatistying Evidences, of a 
kindly Work of theSpirit, and the Lew acting the Part of 
a School-Mafter, leading themto Curist ; in whom, [ 
hope agicat many of them are iafely landed and have had 
their Souls hlled with Peace & Joy in beheving; and fome 
have received fuch a Meafure of the Jovs of Heaven, that the
